ject alt proposals for new luxes, 
but nddcd if the lawmakers decide 
more revenue is essential, then a 
national retail sales tax should be 
imposed. 


J. Chcevcr Cowdin, chairman of 


the association's committee on gov- 
ernment finance, told Ihe 
House 


Ways and Means Committee the 
administration's prouosal to raise 
$10,500,000,000 
through increased 


income and excise taxes is "un- 
sound and unrealistic to the point 
of bordering on the fanlastic." 


The NAM spokesman,

board chairman oC Universal Pic- 
tures, Los Angeles, argued against 
further taxation at this lime, say-, 
ing present revenue 
laws 
would 


bring to tlie federal treasury in the 
next calendar year $44,500,000,000^

Saying he cannol support the 


bill in ils present form, Hays de- 
clared in a statement it eliminates 
the feed purchase program "which 
is making il possible for many of 
our livestock and dairy farmers lo 
acquire feed al reasonable prices, 
and thus stay in business." 


"It would also probably result in 


increase in living costs which will 
be promptly reflected in wage in- , 
creases," Hays warned, adding Ihut 
while he favors some congressional 
control over subsidies "we must 
be careful nol lo deslroy Ihe bene- 
fils which have been painfully ac- 
quired for our fanning interests." 


Hays said he intended to help 


amend Ihe bill lo eliminale Ihe out- 
right ban against subsidies and to 
conlinue CCC so ils parity price 
program may be continued.

At Ihe same time, Gen.

Bernard L. Montgomery's Eighth 
Army continued to push back the 
Germans and captured the towns 
of Santo Stefano and 
Montecil- 


fone in their drive from Ihe Ad- 
rialic coast. 


The Fiflh Army pjash put them 


astride the Tilerno river 
where 


enemy resislance slackened. They 
caplured Ihe villages of Gioia, Li- 
beri, Faicchio, Ponlelatone 
and 


Albignano and also Bressa, near 
the west coast north of the Vol- 
turno. 


The North African Air 
Force 


maintained its battle' supremacy, 
hammering at the Germans from 
one end of the line to the otheri 
but the biggest air-hews of the day 
was . made by American bomber 
fleets which blasted the 
railroad 


yards at Skoplje in Yugoslavia on 
the only airroad. line .running from 
Belgrade to Athens:

The capture of the towns coin- 


cided with a tribute by Gen. 
Bwight D. Eisenhower to Ihe in- 
fanlry's "footslogger" who has it 
fighl long and hard, and 
who 


somelimes is overlooked because of 
the more colorful exploits of other 
arms. 


American troops 
encountered 


numerous valleys and streams in 
their advance and crossed the Tier- 
no, a tribulary of the Volturno, at 
least at one spot. 


"These gains on the mountain 


heights is where they count," 
a 


military spokesman said. "If the 
mountains are taken the Germans 
will be forced to abandon the low 
lands along Ihe coast." 


As the military spokesman told 


of the American gains word was 
flashed from the Fifth Army that 
"all the Brilish troops 
belwcen 


Capua and Ihe sea had crossed Ihe 
Vollurno." 


This ended Ihe baltle of the Vol- 


turno proper and Ihe Fiflh Army 
now is fighling for high ground on 
Ihe northern side of the river which 
leads to a main mountain ridge 
expected to be Kesserlring's next 
defense line.

Some of Ihe hardest fighting of 


the day came on the Eighth Army 
front when San.to Stefano 
was 


captured. The Germans launched 
a number of severe counterattacks 
that were beaten back. The cap- 
ture of the town represented 
a 


gain of about four miles. 


Montgomery's troops had enler- 


ed Monlecilfone Sunday, were driv- 
en oul in slreel fighling, but came 
back lo lake the town. 


Official reports said that the Ger- 


mans were depending 'largely on 
machineguns and artillery in their 
defense slands.
